‘Fossil fuels too convenient 


The only thing holding up this 
country’s transition to solar power is 
“the doggone convenience of fossil 
fuels.” according to Don Aitkens, one 
of California’s leading advocates of 
“sun power” 

Aitkens began his higher education 
as a music major at Dartmouth, took a 
Ph.D. in high energy physics at Stan- 
ford, and is now a full - time en- 
vironmental studies professor at Cal 
State University, San Jose. Aitkens 
spoke here Friday about “The Solar 
Transition” and tned to dispe! some of 
the mvths that surround solar energy 
and tts application 

One of the myths, Aitkens said, 1s 
that solar power is only practical in the 
extreme Southwest. Aitkens said that 
as long as the sun ts shining, solar 
power is feasible and that, in fact. the 
bay area brings better economic 
returns from solar power than 
Arizona or New Mexico. He noted 
that solar energy is today heating 
homes in northern Minnesota, Maine 
Canada, and Seattle 

To hec« with Phoenix, Arnzona.” 
said Aitkens. “They don't need to heat 
Solar energy ts nothing new 
\itkens pointed out that all living 


things are solar - powered, deriving 
their energy ultimately from 
phetosynthesis, which is the foun- 


dation of fife on Earth 

| he solar transition ts nothing new 
either “We've already done it three 
times,” said Aitkens. First with wood 
at the beginning of the Industrial Age, 
then with coal, and most recently with 
natural gas and petroleum, ali three of 
come from organic, sun 
powered products 

But the world’s gas supplies are 
shrinking and Aitkens said that the 
gas “looking hard and 
fast” atthe possibility of building solar 
energy and then 
charging homeowners a monthly rate 
This, said Aitkens, * 
tronomically higher prices.”

“What we propose to do is to make sure a fan only does damage 
once. If he throws something from the stands the offended player 
notifies a referee. The referee will alert the public address people. If 
the heckler persists, then we go up after him. Not just the offended 
player, everyone in the union who's at the game.” A few people have 
left the room. The rest stare in disbelief 

“This goes for all sports. No matter what the fan does. If he upsets 
the flow of the game in any way, he’s going to pay.” This includes 
physical abuse of players, referees and anyone else associated with the 
game. Pouring oil on tennis courts is also an offense. Even getting in- 
volved with a fight between players. One thing you should be carefu!
